Car park bid would 
create 700 spaces 


PLANS have been submitted 
to provide more than 850 
extra parking spaces at 
Banbury station. 

Chiltern Railways has submit¬ 
ted a planning application for a 
multi-storey car park with a foot¬ 
bridge connecting it to the sta¬ 
tion. 

The four-storey car park 
would provide 707 spaces on 
land next to the Royal Mail sort¬ 
ing office and the firm's control 
centre. It comes after the firm

submitted plans in May for a 
temporary car park for 149 
spaces opposite the station. 

It hopes both will aid the 
expected loss of 376 spaces 
around the Tramway Industrial 
Estate when leases expire next 
summer. 

Cherwell District Council will 
decide both plans. 

Chiltern Railways business 


development director Graham 
Cross said: "We are committed 
to finding a long-term car park¬ 
ing solution to accommodate 
present and future rail passen¬ 
gers from the region and to avoid 
the loss of spaces when the cur¬ 
rent lease arrangements expire." 

The company told the council 
that passenger numbers were 
increasing at a "much faster 
rate" at Banbury than across the 
UK. This was down to better 
train services, new housing and 


extra parking, up from 254 
spaces in 2005 to 631 spaces 
last year, it said. 

Plans for more than 3,900 
homes in the next 14 years will 
further increase demand. 

Banbury commuter and 
Cherwell Rail Users Group 
chairman Chris Bates said: 
"Banbury has needed a proper 
car park for a long time. 

"This will solve the space 
problem by putting the parking 
in one place. We would wel¬ 


come this, subject to suitable 
access." 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon welcomed the 
news. The Conservative said: 
"Parking at the station has been a 
problem for a while and it has 
been an aim and ambition of the 
town council for Chiltern 
Railways to get extra parking." 

The multi-storey would have a 
drop-off zone and short stay 
parking for a maximum of 20 
minutes. 


Work begins on the removal of Second World War explosives 


WORK has started to clear a building 
site of any more buried Second World 
War bombs. 

In April, Taylor French Developments 
was forced to stop building 15 homes 
on scrubland opposite Tesco Express in 
Middleton Road, Banbury, after incen¬ 
diary devices were discovered. 

Specialist firm BACTEC International 


Ltd has carried out a survey, and was at 
the site from yesterday to dig up the 
ground and sift through the soil. 

Brian Ball, a partner at Tring-based 
Taylor French Developments, said the 
devices were difficult to detect as they 
were in glass bottles. 

It is hoped the work will take about 
two weeks and then builders will get a 


clean bill of health to re-start on site. 

Mr Ball said: "The survey has been 
instigated as a result of Second World 
War incendiary devices found earlier 
this year during excavation works. 

"As a responsible developer, Taylor 
French Developments has commis¬ 
sioned the remediation works which 
will allow the removal of any further 


potential risk from Second World War 
devices which will ensure that the 
development can proceed as originally 
planned." 

The works commenced yesterday and 
are expected to take two weeks to com¬ 
plete. 

"We are hoping to be back on site in 
about a month's time," he added. 
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District gets more recycling banks in a bid to reduce landfill use 


MORE recycling banks are to 
open in north Oxfordshire after 
10 were added to Banbury, 
Bicester and surrounding 
villages. 

The Cherwell District Council 
facilities take items including 
glass and recyclable containers. 

The council now has 88 


banks and hopes to increase 
these to 95 by April. 

Areas being looked at include 
Begbroke, Kirtlington, Islip, 
Bloxham, Yarnton and 
Deddington. 

The new banks in Banbury 
are at: Chandos Close; Broome 
Way; Causeway, Londis; 


Southam Road and The 
Musketeer in Ruscote Avenue. 

In Bicester, the facilities are at 
the Star Inn, Bucknell Road and 
McColls atVilliers Road. 

They have also been installed 
in lay-bys in Bicester Road, 
Caversfield; the B430 in 
Middleton Stoney and the 


Bodicote to Adderbury Road in 
Twyford. 

Cherwell lead member for 
clean and green Nigel Morris 
said: "We already have a very 
successful kerbside recycling 
operation in the district but we 
can't collect everything from 
homes. We're hoping that if we 


make it easier for people to 
reach a recycling bank they will 
be more inclined to use it."

A PIONEERING housing project aimed 
at helping people build their own 
homes has been heralded by a 
Government minister. 

Cherwell District Council's Build! scheme 
was praised as "innovative" by housing min¬ 
ister Grant Shapps. 

The Conservative council's programme 
aims to provide 250 homes in three years to 
help get people on the housing ladder. 

Last month the council announced it is 
seeking land for new projects and wants to 
buy empty homes for people to renovate.

GRUESOME tales of 
murder, ghostly haunt- 
ings and bizarre tradi¬ 
tions are unveiled in a 
new book about 
Oxfordshire. 

The Little Book of 
Oxfordshire, by local 
author Paul Sullivan, brings 
together, facts, myths and 
stories from the county. 

Mr Sullivan, 50, from 
Forest Hill, had just a 
month to write the book, 
which is part of a series 
from the History Press. 

He said: "When you do 
this sort of thing, you start 
out with your favourite 
areas, so for me that was 
natural history and history 
of warfare within the coun¬ 
ty, but then you get to do all 
the other sections which 
are invariably the most 
interesting ones.

"I now feel we live in the 
most interesting county 
probably in the whole 
world." 

Revealed in the book is 
the fact that in the Middle 
Ages, the Lord of the Mayor 
at Aynho, near Banbury, 
used to demand part of his 
tenants' rent in apricots, 
which flourished in lime¬ 
stone soil and warm stone 
walls. 

Mr Sullivan said his 
favourite story related to a 
giraffe skeleton now on dis¬ 
play in the Oxford 
University Museum of 
Natural History which has a 
lead tail. 

When the specimen was 
brought to the university in 
the 19th century, it smelt so 
bad that students threw it 


into the street - whereupon 
a dog ran off with its tail 
before it could be retrieved. 

Mr Sullivan said: "One of 
my favourite characters in 
all of Oxfordshire was 
William Buckland, a lectur¬ 
er at the university in the 
19th century who lived in 
Islip who used to eat any 
animal he possibly could. 

"He was going around a 
cathedral in France and he 
was shown a stain on the 
floor which was said to be 
from the blood of a saint. 

"Buckland immediately 
got down on his knees, 
licked the stone and 
announced it wasn't the 
blood of a saint, it was bat 
urine." 

Mr Sullivan's day job is 
as a copy writer for OPP in 
North Oxford.

The blueprint for the future will 
consider all aspects of town life 
including growth, traffic, the road 
network, the town centre, reducing 
the number of empty shops, and 
how Banbury can compete with 
other towns in attracting visitors 
and new employers. 

The plan will also identify new 
development sites in and around 
the town. 

Banbury Town Council is joining 
Cherwell District Council and 
Oxfordshire County Council in 
preparing the Banbury Masterplan 
to co-ordinate the expansion and 
improvement of the town between 
now and 2031.

Banbury town councillors were 
given a preview of the project last 
week at a presentation in the town 
hall. 

They were told that their input 
and ideas would be crucial to the 
future of Banbury. 

Leader of the town council Kieron 
Mallon said: “This masterplan will 
look at the town and its future 
needs over the next 20 years - 
and for up to ten years after that. 

“We need a vision of how the town 
is going to grow and prosper. 
We want to strengthen the town 
centre, reduce the number of 
empty shops, and secure a strong 
employment base. 

“We also want to make Banbury 
a visitor destination, and we 
need to look at the town’s traffic 


problems. If we want people to 
come to Banbury, we must have 
reasonably easy access to the 
town centre.” 

He said: “The first stages of the 
plan are underway and information 
is being collated. Everyone will 
get a chance to have their say on 
the growth of the town - housing, 
business, transport, and tourism 
- with emphasis on strengthening 
the role of the town centre.” 

Cllr Mallon added: “This 

masterplan will be one of the most 
important documents for Banbury 
since the mid-1960s when the 
former Borough Council took 
the decision to expand the town 
from around 15,000 population to 
40,000 - and gave the go-ahead 
for theBretch Hill and Ruscote 
estates, and the Cherwell Heights 
development.”

good challenge 


Y ou may have seen five 
actors clad in black 
skulking around the town 
centre with umbrellas. 

But no, they are not mourning 
the death of another British summer. 

The mysterious live sculpture is 
aimed at creating a buzz about 
Banbury Cross Players' upcoming 
Wuthering Heights. 

But enticing director Linda Shaw 
to explain the brolly enigma is 
fruitless. "A-ha, people have asked 
about the umbrellas/' she laughs, 
"but I'm not giving it away any 
more than saying the five umbrellas 
play a significant role in the show. 

"Also, we must be some of the 
only people praying for a grey week." 

This is because not only will 
some gloom sit nicely with the dark 
themes of the Yorkshire moors saga 
("I'm not going to lie, the plot is not 
a barrel of laughs is it?") but summer 
dates ramp up the challenge for 
any am dram company. 

"July productions are always a 
struggle; you wonder 'will I have a 
cast, will I have an audience?' It's a 
time of year when holiday plans 
come up against you and you're

asking a lot of people's time." 

Such was the dilemma that, for a 
long time, Linda thought she'd 
never find her Heathcliff. But, 
thanks to spreading the word on 
Facebook, up stepped Graham 
Macdonnall, a new member of BCP 
- but also an experienced TV and 
film actor. And he needed that 
experience as the lead role requires 
him to age along with Heathcliff - 
playing him from a young child 
right up to an old man. 

Another facet of this innovative 
production is that the small 
company share out the roles, with 
one (namely BCP veteran Andy 
Allen) playing six characters - surely 
enough to make his head spin? 

"None of the five characters ever 
go off stage and there are no 
costume changes so all the changes 
of character are made by speed of 
delivery and posture," adds Linda. 

"Charcters bring on certain props 
and do their own sound effects too 
and there is a good strong flow to 
the piece from the first act. 


"If I had to give them a pat on 
the back for anything, it would be 
their energy - the action never 
stops coming and going." 

This Wuthering Heights uses a 
script by Jane Thornton which tells 
the enduring love story between 
Cathy (played by BCP chairman 
Tara Lacey) and her Heathcliff and 
features innovative lighting and 
original music by Gavin Backhouse. 

"If you staged the whole book it 
would be like some Kenneth 
Branagh five-hour epic, but this 
cleverly tells the whole story with 
chunks of narration," adds Linda. 

"Much of the dialogue is lifted 
from the book so you get that 
wonderful poetry which makes the 
book so enjoyable. 

"Wuthering Heights is such a 
passionate story; passionate in all 
the senses. It's the ultimate family 
saga and we hope people will be 
as excited as we are by it."

01 race car she was driving hit a 
support truck. She had been driving at 
up to 200mph, but the car was 
travelling considerably slower at the 
time of the crash. 

Speaking on behalf of the family, 
Isabel De Villota, Maria's sister, said: 
"While there is no further news at 
present, we have at least been able to 
take encouragement from the fact 
Maria has remained stable throughout 
since the accident, particularly during 
the first night following such a lengthy 
surgical procedure as she 
experienced. We, the family, are 
supporting each other here at Maria's 
side and we take great comfort from 
the remarkable medical care she has 


been receiving. We remain positive 
and this is due, in no small part, to 
the overwhelming expression of love 
for Maria. 

"We would also wish to thank 
everyone at the Marussia FI Team for 
all the care and attention they have 
shown us over the past few days."

YIELDS ON THE RISE FOR LANDLORDS 


Landlords reported an increase in rental yields 
during the second quarter of this year. 

The Private Rented Sector Trends Survey, commissioned by 
specialist buy-to-let mortgage lender Paragon Mortgages, revealed 
that landlords achieved an average yield of 6.5%. This is an 
increase on Q1 where the average was 6.2%, and on the same 
time period last year where the average was also 6.2%.

feels luxurious 


By David Duffy 


FEW cars have thrown up so many 
conundrums for me as the new 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class. 

On the one hand it is much 
roomier than its predecessor with a 
tangible improvement in trim quali¬ 
ty and a genuinely luxurious feel. 

Dynamically styled, sleek and 
sporty and packed with advanced 
safety technology, it is also fitted 
with one of the most intelligent 
satellite navigation systems I have 
ever used. 

Then there is the engine. On the 
test model, it was a new 1.8-litre 
turbo diesel engine delivering the 
tempting prospect of well over 
60mpg in day-to-day travel. 

All well and good then, but it was 
the engine that threw up the first 
puzzle. Fire it up from cold and 
there is a real old-fashioned diesel 
clatter that persists until the car hits 
35mph, when it smooths out and the 
car's poise returns. 

The second irritation came from 
the decision to install an electronic 
parking brake as standard. Many 
manufacturers have gone down this 
route as it is a neat solution that 
frees up the space between the front 
seats. But while many disengage 
automatically as soon as the accel¬ 
erator is pressed, the B-Class brake 
needs to be set and released manu¬ 
ally which, in heavy traffic, and 


combined with a manual gearbox, 
quickly becomes a real pain. 

Like anything, you learn to live 
with these irritations but they are not 
what you expect in a classy range of 
cars that start at just over £21,000. 

On the plus side, the B-Class, 
especially when fitted with the 
lower sports suspension, firmer 
springs and dampers, and faster- 
acting steering, is superbly nimble. 

Light and manoeuvrable around 
town, the five-seater is sharp and 
precise on country roads and settles 
down at speed to deliver relaxed 
cruising. Wind and engine noise are 
muted at speed but the wide tyres 
fitted to the car's 18-inch alloy 
wheels suck up road noise. 

Safety technology is superb with a 
radar-based system that warns if the 
set safety distance from a vehicle 
ahead narrows. All models are also 
fitted with an attention-assist system 
that continuously monitors the steer-

Overseasdrivingscene 


Drivers warned to carry two breathalyser kits 


NEW motoring laws have come into 
force in France making it com¬ 
pulsory for drivers to carry 
breathalyser kits in their vehi¬ 
cles. 

Motorists and motorcyclists will 
face an on-the-spot fine unless 
they travel with two single-use 
devices as part of a government 
drive to reduce the number of 
drink-drive related deaths. 

The new regulations, which 
excludes mopeds, will be fully 
enforced and include foreigner 
drivers from November 1 fol¬ 
lowing a four-month period of 
grace. 

Anyone failing to produce a 


breathalyser after that date will 
receive an 11 euro fine. 

French police have warned they will 
be carrying out random checks 
on drivers crossing into France 
via ferries and through the 
Channel Tunnel to enforce the 
new rules. 

Retailers in the UK have reported a 
massive rise in breathalyser 
sales as British drivers travelling 
across the Channel ensure they 
do not fall foul of the new legis¬ 
lation. 

Car accessory retailer Halfords said 
it was selling one kit every 
minute of the day and said it 
had rushed extra stock into 


stores to cope with the unprece¬ 
dented demand. 

Six out of 10 Britons travelling to 
France are not aware they have 
to carry two NF-approved 
breathalysers at all times, 
according to the company. 

The French government hopes to 
save about 500 lives a year by 
introducing the new laws, 
which will encourage drivers 
who suspect they may be over 
the limit to test themselves with 
the kits. 

The French drink-driving limit is 
50mg of alcohol in 100ml of 
blood — substantially less than 
the UK limit of 80mg.
